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This  circular,  the  twenty-sixth^  annual  Directory  of  Officials  and  Organiza- 
tions Concerned  with  the  Protection  of  Birds  and  Game,  is  issued  for  the  con- 
venience of  game  authorities,  bird-protection  organizations,  and  others  in 
procuring  information  concerning  game  and  game  laws.  The  organization  and 
personnel  of  governmental  establishments  of  this  country,  Canada,  and  Mexico 
concerned  with  game  matters  are  given,  together  with  the  names  and  addresses 
of  officials  of  state-wide  game  and  bird  protective  associations  and  societies, 
and  of  the  principal  national  organizations  interested  in  bird  protection, 
including  the  advisory  board,  migratory-bird  treaty  act. 

Legislative  changes  affecting  game  administration  were  made  during  the 
year  in  Alaska  and  in  the  States  of  Florida,  Connecticut,  Minnesota,  Illinois, 
Oklahoma,  South  Dakota,  New  Mexico,  and  Wyoming. 

Congress,  by  act  of  January  13,  1925,  provided  for  the  appointment  of  an 
Alaska  Game  Commission  of  five  members,  four  of  whom  are  resident  citi- 
zens of  the  Territory  and  the  fifth  member  is  the  chief  representative  of 
the  Biological  Survey  in  Alaska  and  executive  officer  of  the  commission.  The 
commission  acts  in  an  advisory  capacity  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  in  the

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formulation  of  regulations  on  game,  birds,  and  land  fur-bearing  animals  in  the 
Territory,  and  has  direct  charge  of  the  enforcement  of  the  law  and  regulations. 

Florida  established  the  department  of  game  and  fresh-water  fish,  in  charge 
of  a  single  commissioner,  as  a  State  agency  in  the  control  of  wild-life  re- 
sources ;  the  office  of  State  game  commissioner,  created  in  1913,  was  abolished 
in  1915. 

Commissions  composed  of  the  governor  and  certain  other  State  offi- 
cials were  abolished  in  Oklahoma,  South  Dakota,  and  Wyoming.  Oklahoma 
created  a  nonsalaried  commission  of  three  members,  and  Wyoming  a  non- 
salaried,  nonpartisan  commission  of  six  members.  South  Dakota,  under  an 
act  reorganizing  the  State  government,  created  a  division  of  game  and  fish,  in 
charge  of  a  director  under  the  department  of  agriculture,  an  arrangement  just 
abandoned  by  the  State  of  Illinois,  where  a  department  of  conservation  was 
established. 

Minnesota,  under  an  act  reorganizing  the  State  government,  established  a 
department  of  conservation  to  be  under  the  control  of  a  commission  composed 
of  the  commissioner  of  forestry  and  fire  prevention  (chairman),  the  State  game 
and  fish  commissioner,  and  the  commissioner  of  lands  and  timber. 

Connecticut  authorized  the  appointment  of  a  State  game  warden  who,  under 
the  direction  of  the  superintendent  of  fisheries  and  game,  has  general  control 
of  all  county  and  deputy  wardens.  New  Mexico  authorized  the  commission 
instead  of  the  governor  to  appoint  the  State  game  warden  and  abolished  the 
position  of  chief  deputy.
